Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .114. Applicant's submission filed on 
November 20, 2006 has been entered. 

Priority 

3. This application is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Application serial number 
09/501 ,874, filed February 1 0, 2000. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an Examiner's. statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The closest prior art of record shows: 

(1 ) Bocinsky, Jr. (US 5,371 ,797) discloses secure electronic funds transfer 
from a telephone or usnecured terminal. 

(2) Rosen (US 6,047,887) discloses a system and method for connecting 
money modules. 
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(3) Downs et al (US 6,574,609) disclose a secure electronic management 
system. 

(4) Matsue et al (JP 02001 283007A), disclose a fund transfer application 
receiving device and fund transfer managing method using this. 

(5) Ginter et al (US 6,427,140) disclose systems and methods for secure 
transaction management and electronic rights protection. 

(6) Anderson et al (US 20010018739 A1) disclose a method and system for 
processing electronic documents. 

5. Applicants set of claims consists of claims 9, 30-37, 39-52, 55, 59, 62, 64, 66, 
68, 71, and 107. 

6. Claim 107 is the sole independent claim currently pending. The closest prior art 
of record, Bocinsky, Jr. (US 5,371 ,797), discloses a secure electronic funds or other 
financial transaction system that provides substantially equivalent security to that 
obtained by the use of secure point of sale terminals. The other closest prior of record, 
Matsue et al (JP 02001 283007A), disclose a funds transfer application for reducing the 
occurrence of an artificial mistake caused by manual (human) error. However, neither 
Bocinsky nor Matsue, alone or in combination, disclose the uniquely distinct feature of 
claim 107, having the at least one requirement that the recipient of the file containing a 
digital representation of money prove they are the intended recipient through either a 
random number generator card, smart card, or biometric scan comprised of a retina 
scan, fingerprint, or a voiceprint. Because the prior, alone or combination, does not 
teach or suggest the latter feature, nor is there motivation to do so, independent claim 
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107, and its dependent claims 9, 30-37, 39-52, 55, 59, 62, 64, 66, 68, and 71 are 
deemed allowable.
